W’e  added  to  our  numher  Florence  Painter,  who  liked  us  so  well  she 
stayed,  hut  we  lost  a  numher  of  others.  Our  girls  were  initiated  into  the  P'.H.V.,  with  the 
idea  in  \  iew  of  hecoming  the  world’s  future  homemakers.  Our  social  events  this  year 
included  our  C  hristmas  Party  at  Jeau  Martin’s  home  and  an  outing  given  ns  hy  the  freshmen.

This  \'cai- 
our  Christmas  Party  was  at  Ann  Stone’s  house.  The  most  delightful  and  successful  event 
of  the  year  was  our  ])lay  “W  edding  Spells,”  which  went  over  in  a  big  way.  W’e  entertained 
the  seniors  with  a  banquet  :md  dance  in  the  school  auditorium.  The  Woodrow  Wilson 
llosi)ital  “RhyUhin  Doctors”  furnished  the  music.  W’e’ll  ne\er  forget  the  work  and  worry 
of  this  ttffair,  hut  it  seemed  like  there  was  always  a  siKer  lining  to  the  dark  clouds.
